W ednesday, A pril :50th Next, 
as Arbor Day, and recommend that all public 
schools and colleges of the state observe the 
same by suitable exercises, “having for their 
object the imparting of knowledge of horticul­ 
ture, in the department kLOwn as arborculture, 
and the adornment of schools and public 
gronuis.” 
Ic testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand, and caused the great sea* 
of the state .of Wisconsin to bi' 
Great Seal] affixed, Done at the capitol, in 
the city of Madison, this 15th day 
of March, A. D. 1893,

Germania sentiment finds no sympathy 
with thousands 
of 
Germans 
who 
are Americanized. 
They are here aa 
American citizens, and want their chil­ 
dren to speak the language of the coun­ 
try, for without it, their citizenship would 
be of no use to them or the community 
in which they live. 
A few weeks ago the Gazette punted 
an editonel on Germany and compulsory 
education, which designed to show that 
the Germans ^ r e not consistent in their 
opposition to

xie Bennett law, for in 
Germany they have a compulsory edu­ 
cational law which is even more radical 
than the only one whioh the Wisconsin 
legislature ever enacted, and that law is 
regarded by Germans as the pride and 
glory of their native country. On this 
line of thought are a few words from the 
Ohioago Tribute: 
It seems a little odd that the German 
Lutherans of Milwaukee, 
born and 
reared in Germany, should change their 
views as to right and wrong so radically 
when they reach this country. 
I d their 
oil nome education was compulsory, and 
was in the language of the country. They 
never protested against it there. Why 
should they hete where we have bor- 
rowed that German idea? The control 
of the German Stata over children in the 
free sohot Is is carried much farther than 
“ere. The parent has absolutely noth­ 
ing to 6ay. There are no optional studies 
wnieh he may have his children learn or 
not as he pleases. Were he to attempt 
to interfere with the State’s course of in­ 
struction be would soon find himself in 
hot water. 
The fact ii also stated in this connec­ 
tion that Lutherans in Germany do not 
object to this abaci ate compulsory edu­ 
cational law, in fact they admire it there 
aud why do they so bitterly and persist­ 
ently oppose it here ? Here is another 
point: 
When Bismarck undertook to control 
the oourse of instruction in Roman Oath- 
olio seminaries, where young men were 
educated for the piiesthood, did the Ger­ 
man Lutherans protest? Not at ell 
They agreed with Bismarck that the 
priest should be so secularly educated 
that he won til not be a danger to 
the state. Why, theD, do they in Wis­ 
consin protest so hotly agal it an educa­ 
tional law whioh interferes with the re­ 
ligious instruction of no one, bat which 
is designed merely to mike those good 
and capable citizens who would other­ 
wise be poor weak ones? The German 
Lutheran ministers of Wisconsin are so 
inconsistent that there must be some 
selfish reason for their oourse. 
The question is asked by the Tribune. 
‘“Is that why they have discovered that a 
parent lh Wnooasiu has a dive right to 
insist that his child shall knowoulyJGer- 
iuan, while they indignantly repudiate 
the idea that a parent in Germany has a 
divine right to insist thai his child shall 
know only ^French ?”

Sweden 33 per cent, and others in like 
proportion. (.These are ell old countries, 
and their mortgages represent genera­ 
tions of unprofitable farming, not the 
development cf a great and new empire, 


The proposition of Senath r Paddock, Cf 
Nebraska, that for three years—1891, 2, 
3, a bounty of one dollar per ton be giv­ 
en on beets raised ia this country and 
delivered to a factory and made into 
merchantable sugar, and a further boun­ 
ty of one dollar for every IOO pounds of 
sugar made from beets raised in th6 
United States, is oont-idered by many to 
be a movement in tonight direction.

V ie n n a , April 9 .—At a meeting of 
strikers hero trouble arose between the 
workmen and the police. 
The pollse- 
mon were stoned by the crowd and many 
of the strikers were arrested. 
Later 8,000 unemployed 
men held 
another disorderly meeting, which cul­ 
minated in a serious riot, The mob de­ 
molished the police guard-room in the 
suburb New Lerechenfeld and seriously 
wounded the officer in charge. 
They 
then set fire to a spirit shop, prevented 
the fire-engines from approaching, and 
plundered several Jews’ shops. 
The 
poiico were powerless and the troops 
which were called out were compelled to 
fire several blank volleys before the 
rioters dispersed. 
The rioters afterwards sacked another 
tavern and smashed all the wihdows in 
the place. 
Every vehicle that passed 
was stoned by tho mob. 
Two squadrons 
of cavalry and a battalion of infantry 
dispersed the rioters. 
Many civilians 
and fourteen policemen were wounded. 
Thirty-seven persons were arrested.

Emperor William's Vagaries Have Ceased 
Alarm Throughout HU Empire. 
N e w Y o u k , April 9 .—Edmund Yates’ 
London cable to the Tribune says: “The 
federal Princes of tho German Empire 
have no sort of beliof in the brilliant 
capacity of Emperor William. 
They 
are disgusted and terrified at his recent 
vagaries. The Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha and a dozen German royalties took 
advantage of his relationship to remon­ 
strate in strong terms with tho Emperor, 
and ho was justified in so doing as tho 
trusted friend and often confidential ad­ 
viser of his majesty's father and grand­ 
father. But his protests were of no 
avail. Tile Duko was so indignant that 
he refused to stay in Berlin for the 
chapter of tile Black Eagle, but went off 
to Coburg in high dudgeon. Tho Duke’s 
sentiments are most fully shared by the 
King of Saxony, tho Prince regent of 
Bavaria, and above all the Grand Duko 
of Baden. 
“One certain result of the retirement 
of Prince Bismarck Will bo, I hear, the 
early resignation of Count Kalnoky. 
It is expected in diplomatic circles in 
Vienna that he will bo succeeded by 
Count von Wolkenstein, the Austrian 
ambassador to Russia, who has Just 
arrived in Vienna from St. Petersburg 
on leave of absence.”

A Woman Slain at AIx-La-Chappelie After 
the Mode of "Jack the Ripper." 
London, 
April 9.—The 
barbarous 
murder of “Helena Montana,” a disrepu­ 
table woman, at Hebersthal, near All 
La Cbapelle, has created great excite­ 
ment. 
The woman was killed in some 
mysterious manner In the open street, 
almost under tho eyes of the passers­ 
by. 
The throat was cut from ear to ear. 
Tim body was disemboweled and other­ 
wise mutilated after tho fashion of 
“Jack tho Ripper.” When the body 
was found at midnight the blood lay in 
pools on the pavement all around it. No 
outcries were heard by those living in 
the vicinity and none of the neighbors 
could throw a particle of light on the 
mystery.

It is only a question of time 
when the end will come, and that time is 
not distant. The country can ill -afford 
to lose such a man.

M ed fo rd , Wis., April 9.—The resi­ 
dence of Clinton Toxtor, tho well-known 
attorney and judge of tile Circuit courts 
was tile scene of a bloody tragedy yes­ 
terday. 
Miss Maggie Pritchard, a niece 
of Mrs. Textor, was shot dead, and her 
murderer immediately sent a bullet into 
bis own bqdy, indicting a fatal wound. 
The billing was done by a man named 
Willard Williams. I otter known by the 
nickname of “Crazy Kelly.” 
It was shortly beforo the noon hour 
when Williams walked to .fudge Tex- 
tor's residence and entered tho house. 
He walked over to Miss Pritchard and 
looking her squarely in tile face asked: 
“ Are you Maggie Pritchard?” 
“ Yes,” replied Miss Pritchard, not 
su sp ectin g Mie murderous motive of the 
visit. 
“Then you must die,” said Williams. 
At the same instant be whipped out a 
revolver and fired point-blank at the 
young woman. The aim was true, and 
Miss Pritchard fell dead. Williams then 
turned the weapon on himself and in­ 
dicted a wound that, while it did not 
cause instant death, will undoubtedly 
prove fatal.

Ghastly Sight Revealed on Opening a 
Closely Packed H oi at Moro co. 
M a d r id , April 9 .—The horrible story 
comes from Morocco that a large box was 
recently received from the interior of 
the country at the port of Mazagan for

It was addressed to a person 
unknown, and when it was opened a 
ghastly sight was revealed. 
Closely 
packed in the box were tho bodies of 
sixteen young women, one man and a 
negress 
All the victims had been de­ 
capitated and tho heads were missing. 
The bodies were embalmed and had evi­ 
dently been along time in the condition 
in which they were found. 
It is believed the slaughter was the 
work of some Pasha who had taken 
vengeance on the unfaithful inmates of 
his harem. 


RICHARD 
DAVIS 
EXECUTED. 


Refusal to Interfere with the Sentence 
Meets with Popular Rebuke. 
L o n d o n , April 9 .—Richard Davis, the 
elder of two brothers convicted of the 
murder of their father at Crewe, was 
hanged at 8 o'clock this morning. The 
fact that the crime of the brothers had 
been the outcome of their father’s intol­ 
erable brutality to his family, as well as 
tho youth of tho prisoners, had roused 
strong sympathy in their behalf, and 
over 2,000 telegrams were sent to the 
Queen at Aix-les-Bains begging her to 
interfere and save Richard from the 
scaffold, but silo refused to interpose a 
stay to the law s course. 
Popular feel­ 
ing in the case was manifested at the 
execution by tho hissing and hooting of 
the hangman by the angry crowds.

Sho sought to follow him in, but he 
closed the door in such a manner as to 
entrap her hand, and thus held her a 
prisoner on tho outside. 
Friends came to their mutual rescue 
and induced them to arbitrate the case.

Washington, April 9.—Mr. Funston, 
chairman of the committee on agricul­ 
ture, submitted to the House the amend­ 
ed bill Intended to prevent speculative 
trading in grain upon the Chicago board 
of trade by a system of internal-revenue 
tax. In ail essentials it is the Butter- 
worth bill. 
“ The bill iu terms does and 
is intended to apply to that class of 
transactions,” says the report aec<fln- 
panying the bill, “conducted iu the 
bucket-shops and 
grain-pits of 
the 
country known as puts and calls, includ­ 
ing the whole range of mere speculative 
gambling in fictitious farm products. 
It does not affect injuriously any legit­ 
imate trader or dealer in farm staples. 
It seeks to and does impose an internal 
revenue tax upon those dealers in grain, 
cotton, and pork who, as a rule, never 
see, own, or handle a pock or pound of 
the articles themselves. 
It applies to 
dealers whose transactions have 
tho 
least possible reference to the supply, 
and still less reference to tho demand for 
consumption, who are 
not concerned 
whether tho harvests aro blighted or 
bountiful. 
“ The bill, which in terms affects trans­ 
actions for future delivery which are 
innocent in themselves and do no harm 
to any one, Is yet intended to reach 
that class of speculators only who sell 
what they do not own, who sell with no 
purpose or Intent, near or remoto, to de­ 
liver what they sell; who require littlo 
capital or stock in trade and yet who sell 
in the bucket shops and pits of the 
United States every thirty days more 
wheat than is grown in the whole world 
in any one year, thus in great measure 
destroying legitimate trade and driving 
merchants and traders engaged therein 
from the field and forcing the price of 
farm products below the cost of produc­ 
tion, rendering the calling of the farmer 
unprofitable and degrading toil. 
“ It Is urged that the influence of this 
bill if it shall become a law, will greatly 
hamper and restrict trade and com­ 
merce. 
If the species of gambling In 
farm staples now carried on by dealers 
In options, puts, calls, futures, etc., can 
properly be denominated trade and com­ 
merce, then it may, and it is hoped the 
tendency will be to hamper and restrict 
It. 
But so far from the proposed 
measure injuriously affecting the legit! 
mate trade and commerce of the country, 
the exact reverse is true. 
Your com 
m lttee are of the opinion that legislation 
of the character proposed is fast be­ 
coming, if indeed it is not now, indis 
pensable to protect and encourage the 
agriculturists of the country. 
“ Your committee,” says the eonclud- 
I lug paragrapli of tho report, “ has no 
doubt of tho constitutionality of the 
measure. 
Tho rate of taxat ion fixed by 
the bill is thought to be reasonable. We 
do not regard the revenue that may be 
derived from its passage as tho chief ad­ 
vantage that will result. 
Tho regula­ 
tion and restriction of gambling in farm 
products is of equal consequence ” 
It is thought by many that the bill 
will pass.

Clinton, Iowa, April 9.—A hurricano 
as powerful and destructive as the one 
that passed over Louisville, Ky., swept 
through 
Prophetstown. 111., Monday 
night and almost wiped the historic town 
from the face of the earth. 
A telegram received here at 6 o’clock 
Tuesday morning says th at the tornado 
came up suddenly and wrecked the town 
and killed ten of the inhabitants almost 
before they knew what was upon them. 
Particulars are meager concerning the 
terrible calamity, owing to the fact th at 
the wires are down in all directions. 
The only definite news obtainable is 
received from the train hands on a stock 
train, which pulled out of Prophets­ 
town just after tho disaster. 
The town contained about 350 inhabit­ 
ants and Is located about fifty miles 
from Burlington, 
Iowa, 
on 
a small 
branch of tho Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy road. 
The train hands say th at 
either a tornado or cyclone swept down 
upon tho town and the ruin was terri­ 
ble. 
They say that fully fifty lives 
must have been lost. 
Tho railroad depot was blown down 
and the station agent was buried be­ 
neath tho ruins. 
A small Presbyterian 
church on the main street was blown 
down and tho steeple carried fully IOO 
yards. 
The only names of the dead 
now obtainable are: 
W ILLIAM VANCE, sta tio n agent, buried 
In th e ruins of th e depot. 
CHARLES MURRAY, an old m an who 
w orked for th e railroad, killed by a freig h t 
c ar living blown over on him . 
FRANK WILSON, a railro ad m an who 
lived n e a r th e depot, killed in th e ru in s of 
ids own house. 
The trainmen think that the eight 
persons in tho Wilson house have all 
been killed. 


Say* No One Wan Killed. 
C h ic a g o , April 9.—A conductor on tho 
Burlington railroad who left Mendota 
at 4 o'clock says Hie damage reported at 
Prophetstown, III.,has been exaggerated. 
The telegraph manager at Mendota in 
communicating with Prophetstown re­ 
ported that a railway depot, one eleva­ 
tor, and several frame buildings had 
been destroyed 
Ile says that there had 
been no loss of life. 
Several persons 
were injured, but no names could be 
obtained. 
At the general offices of the Chicago, 
Burlington <fc Quincy railway a report of 
the disaster has been received by the 
superintendent. 
The report is to the effect that the 
newspaper reports and first versions 
were greatly exaggerated.

Fodder Crops, 
While there are quite a Dumber of 
crops that c$a he grown especially for 
fodder, there aru few, if any, that will 
furnish as large an amount pf feed at 
ag low a cost as sowed corn, writes N. 
J. Shepherd in Farm, Field, and Stock­ 
man. 
With all such crops it is quite an 
item to have the soil rich and in good 
tilth in order to secure a good, thrifty 
growth. While the corn may be sowed 
broadcast or drilled, a better quality 
of feed can be secured by sowing it in 
rows so that two or three cultivations 
can be made. 
The stalks will grow 
larger and have more leaves on them 
than if sown so close together that cul­ 
tivation can not be given. 
Next to corn, sorghum will probably 
be the best. 
Early Amber cane, if 
sown in good season and in good soil 
will furnish a large amount of feed. 
There are a number of plants that be­ 
long to the sorghum family, such as 
rice, corn, Kaffir corn, and Milo maize, 
but they are no more valuable as fodder 
plants than the common Amber cane. 
The cane contains a large amount of 
saccharine matter, and tho yield of 
seed is nearly if not quite as good as 
any of the others. Both corn and cane 
sown in this way can be cut and fed 
when green or can be cut and cured 
for fodder to be used during the 
winter. 
Stowell’s ever-green sweet corn is a 
good early forage crop and can be 
grown for feeding in midsummer to 
good advantage. 
It yields well and 
when a full number of stock are kept 
in proportion to the acreage in past­ 
ure, a patch of this will he fonnd of 
considerable aid during the summer. 
Millet or Hungarian can he raised in 
the same way. 
But the cane or corn 
will stand tho longest and furnish the 
largest amount of feed in proportion 
to tho acreage. 
A very good plan is 
to select a place convenient to the feed­ 
ing lot or pasture and seed to rye in 
the fall. 
From this considerable win­ 
ter and early spring pasture can be 
secured; the latter part of May or the 
first of June it can be plowed and the 
corn or cane planted. 
A small patch 
of ground can in this way he made to 
furnish a large amouret of feed at a 
low cost 
What is not fed out green 
can be cut and cured for winter feed­ 
ing.

Whs# to Cut Corn for E nsilage. 
During the season of 1889 the chem­ 
ist of the New York Experiment Sta­ 
tion made a series of experiments to 
determine what is tho best stage for 
Cutting corn for the silo. 
The re­ 
sults of his experiments lead him to 
the following conclusions: First—That 
the greatest weight of corn fodder is 
between the period of full silking and 
milky stage of kernel. 
Second—That 
the total weight diminished after this 
date but that the total weight of dry 
matter increased. 
Third—That as the 
corn approaches maturity the per cent 
of amide nitrogen diminishes, while 
the alluminiod nitrogen increases,thus 
seemingly increasing the feeding val­ 
ue of the crop. 
Fourth—That the su­ 
gars and starch increase rapidly dur­ 
ing the latter period of growth and 
maturing of the corn plant, and that 
these are the most valuable portion of 
the nitrogen-free extract. Fifth—That 
between the period of glazing and full 
ripening of corn there was a large in­ 
crease in the amount of sugar and 
starch. 
Sixth—That for the greatest 
amount of nutriment, considered from 
a chemical standpoint, corn should not 
be cut before it has well ripened.

Feeding Horses. 
The London Omnibus Co., London, 
England, after a series of experiments, 
claim to have demonstrated that 3, OOO 
horses fed on sixteen pounds of ground 
oats, seven and a half pounds cut hay, 
and ten and a half pounds cut straw, 
did as much work and kept in as good 
condition as another 3,000 fed on 
nineteen pounds whole oats and thir­ 
teen pounds uncut hay. 
Thus a sav­ 
ing of six pounds of feed per day for 
work horses was made by grinding the 
grain and cutting the hay—a saving in 
the feeding of 6,000 horses amounting 
to $300 per day, 
A common ration for horses on 
street railroads consists of 
twelve 
pounds cut hay mixed with sixteen 
pounds half 
oats and 
half corn, 
ground together, for summer, and in 
winter sixteen pounds corn meal with 
twelve 
pounds 
out 
hay.

Bending E a st to M nrket. 
Mr. C. W. Idell, a commission mer­ 
chant of New York City, gives in the 
Poultry Raiser the following valuable 
suggestions about sending eggs to mar­ 
ket 
Much has been said about eggs, and 
much more can be said to one’s bene­ 
fit if they will be guided by the infor­ 
mation. 
Every farmer’s wife should 
learn how to detect an egg in its vari­ 
ous stages of decay, for a stale one pos­ 
sesses no more value than a rotten 
one. 
This can be done readily by no­ 
ticing the different appearances of 
them and when they notice a change 
break it and learn the cause 
By so 
doing one can readily tell the bad ones. 
I would not advise farmers to make use 
of the preserving preparations in order 
to keep them fresh beyond the neces­ 
sity of the household, for the process 
injures their value in the market from 
four to five cents per dozen. 
It is true 
that in many instances the merchant 
with whom they deal may not notice 
the difference, yet eventually he must 
be a loser by the deal. 
The better 
way for farmers to do, when one cannot 
fill a case weekly, is for two or more to 
unite and fill, and ship a case to some 
merchant who can. as a rule, get from 
four to five cents per dozen more for 
them than the general market quota­ 
tions. 
There is a time, during the 
late winter and early spring months, 
when eggs are generally fresh. 
Then 
there is not so much difference in 
price, hut this is the time that farmers 
are saving them for hatching pur­ 
poses. 
When there is a co-operation 
in filling a case it is a good plan to 
place only the initials of each on their 
eggs, so lf one should become careless 
and send stale ones they can he de­ 
tected. 
Dealers can he benefited so as 
to save themselves the loss of many 
dollars^ 
In the first place many who 
deal in them ignore the fact that they 
are liable to decay, so they purchase 
them without examining, and some­ 
times hold them for a time and then 
ship them to market, expecting to 
realize a profit on the transaction, 
when to their sorrow they find a loss. 
If the country merchant would ex­ 
amine the eggs when they are brought 
to him, and reject all stale and rotten 
ones, it would teach the producers to 
he more careful how they offer them 
for sale. 
But on the contrary, they 
frequently count them and pay no at- 
tention to the quality, but when a 
sufficient quantity has accumulated, 
pack and ship them as received. Only 
those who deal largely in eggs can re­ 
alize the normous number of had ones 
sent to market and how much money 
ie lost by shippers in not assorting 
them before they are shipped. 
A 
large proportion of this low is caused 
by dealers holding them for a rise in 
price, and it sometimes happens that 
on account of a continued depression 
In the price they are held longer than 
they will keep good, 
hut even then 
it would he better lf the owners would 
examine them and ship only the good 
ones, as they would save the expense 
pf transportation on the had ones, 
and realize their true condition. 
One 
of these careless shippers followed a 
consignment to market, and when 
they were examined by an experienced 
handler realized the full extent of his 
folly in sending them, and said to the 
merchant “I am glad I followed this 
shipment for had I not I never would 
have believed your statement to be a 
true one, and would always have

fed with corn meal supplies what the 
corn meal lacks, nitrogenous elements,

Clover hay is objected to as being 
dusty, but when cut and moistened tc 
mix with tho corn meal, that objection 
is disposed of. 
Another advantage ob­ 
tained by feeding corn meal mixed 
with cut hay, is that bo fed there ie 
less danger from ccid.

Commence the work of breeding for 
the top of the market; get good bulls 
and breed such steers as will pay for 
feeding. 
The breeders of Clydesdale horses in 
America are making preparations for 
an exhibit of Clydesdale horses at the 
world’s fair in 1893 that will reflect 
credit upon the breed. 
There is no difficulty in making 
twenty-four-months-old steers weigh 
from l,Jn)0 to 1.500 pounds, and such 
steers will show* the value of good 
breeding and commend good blood for 
feeding purposes.

THE GARDEN AND ORCHARD. 


M ulching Orchards, 
w est of Lake Michigan, writes Prof. 
Budd, I have reason to believe the best 
mulching for young orchard trees is 
good cultivation. 
In all cases coming 
under my observation, the mulching 
for four or five years in succession 
tends to bring surface.feeding roots to 
the top. when a sudden cessation o! I 
the practice always 
injury—if not total loss—of the trees 
by root-free zing. 
A friend living in 
Nebraska lost a fine, young orchard by 
neglecting the mulching of it after it 
had been continued for seven years. 
In this case even the Duchess and 
crabs were root killed, showing con­ 
clusively that mulching favored a shal­ 
low habit of rooting. 
Yet. I believe j 
in any system of shading tho soil dur- 1 
ing the heated term. 
We can not do I 
this by covering the whole surface I 
after the spring cultivation with marsh 
hay, as is done by some pear tree own* 
ers in New Jersey; but we can do it by 
annual sowing of Japan buckwheat 
about the first of July. 
As many are 
prejudiced against this crop, I would 
request a careful trial of it in the or­ 
chard by sowing half of tho land three 
years iii succession with buckwheat 
and managing tho other half in the 
usual way. 
I think all will find that 
the half shaded with buckwheat will 
show larger, cleaner and healthier 
trees than the other half, and its first 
crop of fruit will bo more abundant, 
more uniform in size and excellent in 
shape and color.

W hat a wise use it would be to make 
of our flat and unpromising city roofa 
Imagine one of our ugly and unoccu­ 
pied roofs converted into a veritable 
garden of Babylon, where exquisite

where swimming baths, swaying ham­ 
mocks, and soft couches would alter­ 
nately invite to exercise and repose. 
Yet how easily and at what com­ 
paratively little expense such luxury 
might be added to every well-regulated 
establishment, writes Annie Jenness 
Miller.
